LONDON.—All the German battle- 


snips and battle cruisers interned at 
Scapa Flow were sunk by their crews 
Saturday, excepting the Baden, the 
admiralty announced Saturday night. 
The Baden is still afloat. 


Five light cruisers were sunk and 


three were beached. 
Eighteen de- 


sirojers were beached and the rest 
nere sunk. 


The admiralty's statement follows: 


SOME OF THE CREWS KILLED 


"According to reports, all German 


battleships and battle cruisers were 
sunk except the Baden, which is still 
afloat. 
Five light cruisers 
were 


sunk and the other three have been 
beached. 
Eighteen destroyers 
al- 


so were beached by local tugs. Five 
destroyers are still afloat. The rest of 
the destroyers were sunk. 
The Ger- 


man rear admiral and most of the 
crews are in custody aboard 
our 


ghlps. 
Some boats from the ships 


refused to halt when ordered and 
•nera fired upon. 
Small numbers 


of Germans were k-Hied and wound- 
ed."In accordance with -the armistice, 
the ships were interned with skel- 
eton crews and with 
no 
British 


guards on board. 


Tlie Exchange 
Telegraph Com- 


pany, which first announced the en- 
emy coup, circulated the following 
dispatch nearly two hours before the 
admiralty's ^announcement: 


"Practically the whole of the Ger- 


man fleet lying In Scapa Flow 
has 


been sunk by its 
German 
crews. 


Farmers living nearby state the Ger- 
man flag was hoisted as the crews 
proceeded to sink their vessels. The 
Kirkwall naval office said that no in- 
formation -was available to the press. 
PFOPLE MYSTIFIED 


The dispatch filed by the northern 


Scotland correspondent of the 
Ex- 


change Telegraph Company, was im- 
mediately cancelled. 
This action 


is understood to have been taken at 
the request of the admiralty which 
asked for time to investigate 
the 


story. 


The dispatch was circulated by the 


Exchange Telegraph's ticker service 
»• d appeared in scores of hotels and 
dabs as well as in newspaper offices. 
Its appearance and immediate can- 
cellation excited and mystified hun- 
dreds of persons 
This mystifica- 


tion was increased rather than less- 
ened by the admiralty's subsequent 
statement which failed to tell how 
many ships were sunk, in what man- 
lier the sinking was accomplished or 
•nhat became of the German crews. 


The Exchange Telegraph Company 


late- said that the crews scuttled the 
ships by opening the sea cocks and 
then swam ashore. 
SURRENDER OF FLEET 


The German fleet was surrendered 


to the combined allied fleet off the 
Firth of Forth the morning of No- 
vember 21, 1918. 
The incident had 


no precedent in naval history, since 
more than 400,000 of enemy war 
craft, in first class condition, hoisted 
thp white flag without firing a shot. 
The German ships were at once taken 
to Scapa Flow, a land-locked harbor 
in the Orkney Islands, about 200 
miles north of Edinburgh, which had 
often formed the principal base of 
the grand fleet during the war. There 
the enemy ships were 
dismantled 


sufficiently to render them power- 
less 
A portion ot each crew. It is 


understood, was maintained aboard 
to prevent the vessels from falling 
Into disrepair. 


The peace conference- had not yet 


determined upon final disposition of 
the German fleet, altho the majority 
of allied naval officials favored tow- 
ing the vessels out to sea and scut- 
tling them, after removing 
brass, 


copper and other valuable metals. ^ 


The German submarines, 
which 


•R«re surrendered the day before the 
main fleet, were taken temporarily 
into Harwich and since have been 
scattered about among several allied 
countries.' 


The admiralty's statement did not 


state specifically how inany German 
ships were sunk. - At the time of 
their interment, It was said 
there 


•were nine dreadnaughts, five battle 
cruisers, seven light cruisers and 50 
destroyers. 
The official statement, 


however, mentions eight light crui- 
sers and reters to the dreadnaught 
Baden, which was not included In 
previous* lists. 
Providing that the 


Baden and the unnamed,light crui- 
ser are the only previous liste and 
that all the ships interned were still 
at Scapa Flow the admiralty state- 
went would Indicate that nine dread- 
naughts, five battle 
cruisers, five 


light cruisers and 28 destroyers were 
"'»nk; three light cruisers and 13 
destroyers beached and one dread-

With certain 
death 
confronting' 


him, and with a pistol 
pointed at 


his head, threatening death if he did , 
not go ahead, Engineer Joseph World j 
Thompson, 605 east Market street,! 
driving a thru passenger train from j 
Detroit to Cincinnati, was called upon i 
to decide between his own life and j 
those of scores of passengers on his 
train, early yesterday morning. 


He made his decision, took a 


chance on being shot to death, saved 
the lives of the scores of people on 
his train, and kept $155,000 in cur- 
rency from falling into the hands of 
a gang of bandits. 
j 


Train number 57 had left Detroit 


the night before, it is understood, | 
with. $155,000 
in currency in the 


baggage car, consigned to Cincin- 
nati. From Detroit to Toledo, it ran 
over the Pere Marquette lines, hutj 
upon arriving in the northern Ohioj 
city, a Baltimore and Ohio engine, i 
piloted by Engineer Thompson was! 
hooked onto it, to pull it across the 
state. 


It's trip to Lima was uneventful. 


The 71 miles of track that lay be- 
tween the two cities had been eateu 
up by the powerful train, piloted by 
Engineer Thompson, and after a brief 
stop in the railroad center of west- 
ern Ohio, it resumed its journey, to 
make railroad history in Ohio shine' 
with a deed of daring that only the 
bravest of men could dare do. 


Train 57 had to make a stop at a 


little town eight miles south of Lima, j 
Cridersville, 
to 
allow 
the 
north j 


bound train number 58, to pass. The 
monstrous steel engine glided onto 
the siding at Cridersville and settled 
down to rest, until the north bound 
passenger had passed. 


But as the air brakes tightened 


their grasp on the steel wheels of the | 
coaches, a masked man hopped into j 
the 
cab and 
ordered 
Engineer 


Thompson to drive his train on. 


Ahead of him, the engineer saw an , 


automobile filled with companions of 
the masked bandit. 
From afar the 


whistle of passenger 
train No. 58 


sounded. The barrel of a pistol glis- 
tened in the moonlight. 
Escaping 


air and tightening brakes told Engi- 
neer Thompson that the bandits had 
cut the air brake between the bag-) 
page car and the lemainder of the 
coaches. He sensed their plan in an 
instant. 


His mind was made up. 
Rather 


than risk the lives of those in the 
coaches behind him and those on the 
other train, he 
decided 
to take a 


cance with the bandit. Trair. num- 
ber 58 was rapidly approaching. The 
automobile of the bandits, parked at 
the switch showed him plainly, that 
if he d'd rot work fast, the north 
bound passenger would plunge into 
h's train. 


Thompson placed his hand on the 


throttle, and the great engine stsrt3d 
ito move. 


But instead of moving forward as 


the pre-raiisfied masked man expect- 
ed, the -wheels began to turn in re- 
verse. 
F'igineer 
Thompson 
was 


backing up his train, shoving it far- 
ther onto the siding. 


Chagrined at the sudden reversal 


of expectations, the 
bandit opened 


fire on the engineer, in an attempt to 
make 
him 
move forward. 
But 


Thompson's Irish 
blood surged up 


within him, and the four shots from 
the revolver of the bandit did not 
make him change his course. 


A bright 
beam 
of 
light came 


swinging thru the air from the south. 
Gradually, it grew larger and larger, 
and Engineer Thompson knew that 
number 58 would soon be passed. 


A brilliant light lit up the area as 


the northbound 
train 
swung into 


view. 
The bandit 
on the train di- 


rected one last shot at Engineer 
Thompson, and jumped into his -wait- 
ing automobile. 
Number 58 thun- 


dered 
past. 
Engineer Thompson 


wiped his brow, threw his engine into 
forward, and was once more on his 
way to Cincinnati. 


He had saved the lives of every 


person on his train, he had kept the 
$155,000 from falling into the hands 
of the bandits and he had come out 
of it without a scratch. 


Officials of Auglaize county were 


notified of the 
attempted hold up. 


Immediately 
a party 
set out in 


search of the bandits, but DO trace of 
them could be found. 
Special offi- 


cers of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road took up the search and contin- 
ued it thruout the day. At a late 
hour Saturday night, no trace of the 
bandits had been found. 


Beaming with exultation over the

Thompson, wife of Engineer Thomp- 
son of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road listened with pride, an she was 
told the story of ths bravery of *er 
husband.

Gray, special constables, mounted po- 
lice and soldier guards 
were

creased in anticipation of further 
trouble. 
SHOT THROUGH HEART 


The man killed was Morris Diam- 


ond, 
cattle dealer 
Despite the 


fact that officers in charging the 
crowd fired .into the air. Diamond 
was shot through the heart. 
His 


was the only bullet wound, altho 
police and soldiers fired over 200 
shots. 


Strikers and spectators gathered 


near the city hall for the parade 
scheduled to begin at 2:30. 
They 


jammed all streets adjacent to the 
city hall square. 


Without giving the 
strikers 
a 


chance to organize their parade a 
company of mounted police and a 
troop of Canadian regulars charged 
Into the gathering. 
RIOT ACT READ 


Officers fired into the air. The 


crowd broke before the charge miss- 
iles fyling from it. 


As the demonstrators 
scrambled 


back from the advancing 
officers, 


Mayor Gray mounted a box in front 
of the city hall and loudly read the 
riot act. 


The Canadian riot act Is drastic. 


Under It citizens are warned to stay 
off the streets, except at their own 
risk. 
Officials regard it is virtual 


martial law. 


A street car, stalled in front of 


the city hall, was fired and partical- 
ly destroyed.

THE STATE legislature has given cities and school boards of 
Ohio permission to raise funds to put them on their feet fi- 
nancially. There has been a general howl from every corner 
of the state, many places being practically bankrupt. The re- 
lief measure will mean much to them since they will be able to 
get a new start. 


BOTH THE city of Lima and the local schools are more for- 
tunate than most places. The city has not a penny of defici- 
ency at present, while the school deficiency is less than $30,- 
000. 
The city, however, is facing a shortage for the last half 


of the year of approximately $30,000. 


THE MEASURE Just passed will permit the issuance of bonda. 
to take care of indebtedness without a vote of the people and 
not affect'the 10-mill limitations for operating expense. This 
matter will mean little in this city if a tight rein is held on 
every department, both city and school. 


INDEBTEDNESS may be paid off and both the schools and 
city put on a cash basis again. When this is done steps should 
be taken for refunding the bonds. The simplest method would 
be the increasing of the valuation of business property 
to 


somewhere near its true value, thus providing more money in 
taxes. Comparitive figures show Lima to have one of the 
lowest tax duplicates among the more important cities of the 
state. Much of this is due to the fact that business real estate 
is valued at far too low a figure. 


WITH AN estimated population of 55,000, Lima has a tax dup- 
licate of approximately $45,000,000. Practically every city of 
Ohio has at least $1,000,000 for each 1,000 population on its 
duplicate. This city should be no exception and the place to 
start is with the business property, the value of which has been 
steadily mounting. 


IF BONDS are issued to clear the deficits here, prompt step! 
should be taken to get a larger duplicate to help pay them off. 
Next year is the regular time for revaluing property. The 
county auditor has the authority to boost the figures at any 
time if he deems them too low. If such steps are not taken 
(his year there should be no failure to get a more equitable re- 
turn on the high priced property when it is re-valued.

The- Duke of Dalkeith is a son of

The latter was the 
son ot Charles II by his union with 
Lm\ Walters, to whom, it is claimed, 
he w as law fully married. The Duke of 
Monmouth was brought up as a Protest- 
ant and when his uncle, .Tames II, suc- 
ceeded to thc crown and attempted to 
re establish the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion. Monmouth raised the standard 
of revolt and gathered around him the 
Piote-iuit malcontents, with t>'e object 
of e.'1-tmg his uncle from the throiie. 


His insurrection "'as unsuccessful, 


the i c v o l t was crushed, he was con- 
vic''-d ot high treason and lebellion, 
hi-- (luUedo.n of Monmouth was for- 
feited and he was put to death on the 
waffii'd >»ow, if his parents were law- 
fnlh manicd, as. is claimed, he un- 
doubtidlj possessed lights to the crown 
pnoi and supeuor to those of his uncle,

It is inconceivable that this document 


could have stirred up mnch trouble, 
especially as it did not really affect the 
rights of Queen Victoria and her suc- 
cessors, on account of the act of s^t- 
tlement passed by Parliament two cen- 
turies ago by a narrow majority of one 
vote. This act vested the thrones of 
Great Britain and Ireland in the Hano- 


; verian descendants of James I, barring 
therefrom the less remote descendants of 
his, son, Charles I, now represented by 
Queen Marie Therese, of Bavaria, and 
by her son. Although the days of "pre- 
tenders" and "young pretenders" are 
gone by, this incident in connection with 
the Duke of Dalkeith is of interest. 
His father has the title of the Duke of 
Buccleuch, coming -directly from the 
wife of the Duke of Monmouth, who 
was Countess of Buccleucb in her own 
right, and the title was not taken from 
the family when her husband was exe- 
cuted. The present Duke of Buccleuch 
is also Duke of Queensberry, and in 
Scotland, where medieval feudalism has 
survived, by will ot tne people, to a 
degree greater than anywhere else in 
Europe, he exercises very great power 
and influence. 
He is chieftain of the 


great clan of Scott, which in the eyes of 
some of the people of Scotland is of 
greater account than his two dukedoms 
and his other Scottish and English peer- 
ages, which number nearly a score. 


In Search of Royalty 


But if the powers that be should de- 


j.cide that tb,e,j?rincess must have a royal 
husband from one of the reigning fam- 
ilies of Europe, what then? Among the 
lesser results of the war is the termi- 
nation of many royal families, either by 
being knocked off their thrones or by 
being placed on the blacklist of enemies 
to the Allied countries 
The oblitera- 


tion of Russian royalty is a sad fact 
for the matchmaking mammas of Euro- 
pean kingdoms, but sadder still is the 
ban placed upon German princes; there 
were so many nice little kingdoms in 
the German empire, each one of which, 
though it might be as small as Rhode 
Island or as unimportant as a decadent 
dukedom, was?, nevertheless, a kingdom 
and its ruling ;amily were royalty.

The fact that Princess Mary is tbe 


only daughter of King George and 
Queen Mary creates unusual interest in 
the question of her marriage. She is the 
first "only daughter" of a British sov- 
ereign since 1714, and since childhood 
the doings of "thc little princess," as 
she is called, have been watched with 
interest throughout the kingdom. 


Fond of Athletics 


But though she has no sister, her 


brothers have taken away all possi- 
bility of a'lonely childhood. 
She has 


never attended boarding school, like so 
many princesses, but had her lessons 
with her brothers at home in the Wind- 
sor Castle. She not only worked with 
them, but played with them, being fond 
of all outdoor sports, among which her 
favorites were swimming and fishing. 
She is also a good horsewoman and 
likes to ride a horse that is not too 
well broken in. Mounted on a chest- 
nut cob she rode to hounds first at the 
age of eleven, and since then she has 
been an ardent devotee of the sport. 
She is also an enthusiastic tennis 
player, and has had many a hard 
fought battle on the courts with the 
king. As a vhild she bicycled with her 
brothers and also played cricket with 
them. 
Until the two elder brothers 


wc<nt away to school they were allowed 
when they were at Sandringham to 
captain cricket teams ot the village 
boys. 
The Princess Mary had made 


•uch an enviable reputation in their 
private cricket games that when these 
village boys were playing on tbe royal 
grounds she would frequently be in- 
vited to take a turn at bat. 


The princess, however, though a 


•wholesome, fun-loving girl, fond of 
outdoor games, was never a tomboy, for 
she has always had a certain daintiness

"Old Betsy/' a Cannon That Saved an Empire 


H 


ISTORY records but few instances 
in which a cannon won a'Avar or 


even was tbe decisive factor in em- 
battle. 
The most striking example of 


this was the famous "sevent}-mile 
gun" of the Germans, which failed to 
shake tbe French morale or have nn} 
effect upon tbe outcome of the great 
war. 
But out in the town of Fremont, 


Ohio, stands a little muzzle-loading six- 
pounder which by one blast of fire 
turned the tide in a decisive battle in 
the War of 1812. freed the state of Ohio 
from the fear of British conquest and 
saved the 
whole 
Northwest 
to the 


American flag. 


"Old Betsy, cannon used by Major 


George Croghan agajnst the British aud 
Indians in the defenw of Fort Stephen- 
son, August 1st and 2nd, 1813," reads 
the simple inscription on the bronze 
tablet between thc wheels of the car- 
riage, but it tells the story of one of 
the most brilliant exploits in the his- 
tory of thc American arms. 


Fort Stephenson was a ranushaekle 


old stockade at the head of navigation 
on the Sandusky river, now the site 
of thc town of Fremont. 
It was im- 


portant because it guarded the approach 
to the headquarters and stores of Gen- 
eral Wilham Henry Harrison, com- 
mander-in-chief of the American forces 
operating in Ohio. The stockade, in- 
closing about in acre, was made of 
piles sixteen feet high and surrounding 
it was a dry ditch about eight ot nine- 
feet wide and five or six feet deep. 
It 


had a blockhouse on the northeast cor- 
ner, a guardhouse on the southeast and 
another blockhouse midway on the north 
wall from which the ditcn could be en- 
filaded. 


The garrison f<jr ti.is imposing forti- 


fication was composed of Major Georjre 
Croghan, a twenty-one-year-old Ken- 
tuckian, seven other officers, all youn^r 
than Croghan, and 153 m«n. The little 
six-pounder, affectionately called "Old 
Betsy" by the so'diers was their only 
artillery.
